Three Without Contest. ' 


In quick succession then Isaac Steph- 


enson, J. B. Treat and J. H, Stout 
were nominated and elected for dele- 
gates at larpe from the State of Wipcou- 
sin to the republican 
convention in 


Philadelphia by acclamation. 


But there was a hitch about selecting 


the fourth man. The convention was 
called upon to select four delegates at 
large to the National convention, nomi- 
nate two electors at large, and confirm 
the nominations of district electors made 
by several congressional district con- 
ventions. While there was little appa- 
rent opposition to the selection of Isaac 
Stephenson, Senator James H. Stout 
and J.B. Treat as the delegatss at large, 
there was a fight on against H. August 
Ludtko. 


This was clue to the fact that Atley 


Peterson, ex-railroad commissioner, had 
been brought into the 8eld by the Third 
District convention, and that word had 
been passed among the delegates from 
the western and northern part of the 
state that Mr. Peterson was out as a 
candidate for delegate at large.

FOR CHANGE OF KEPHESENTATION 


Question Will Be .Referred to Republican 


Comity Conventions 


Milwaukee, April 25—At a meeting of 


the republican state central committee 
last eveniag at the Hotel Pflster, the 
question of representation was discussed, 
and the opinion expressed that the pres- 
ent basis of one delegate for each 250 
republican votes cast at the last general 
election, resulted in too large and un- 
wieldy a body. It was suggested that 
the basis of representation be increased 
to one delegate for each 350 republican 
votes. 


A resolution was finally adopted to 


refer the subject to the county conven- 
tions to be held throughout the state to 
elect delegates to the next state conven- 
tion, and that the chairman of the re- 
spective county committees be requested 
to obtain the sense of [the conventions 
on the subject and report the same to 
the state central committee in order that 
a new basis may be made up if it meets 
with approval.

Lord Roberts has now spread a net 


with 40,000 or more men and 150 guns 
covering the whole western semi-circle 
around Wepener, wfiile General Hamil- 
ton has occupied the s-ater works prac- 
tically without opposition. 


To Cat Oft Boer Rctrent. 


"-London, April 25—[Special Cable- 
£ram]—Late this afternoon the war of- 
fice gave out another report from 
Gen- 


eral Roberts, supplementing the an- 
nouncement of the occupation of De- 
wetsdorp 
The dispatch 
ahowe that 


General French with his cavalry is rac- 
ing to cut off the Boers' retreat. 
The 


report says: 


'General Pole-Carew's division reached 


Roodekop yesterday, their aduance be- 
ing covered by French's] cavalry, who 
drove the enemy with heavy loss, sev- 
eral of their dead being left on the 
ground. French crossed the Modder 
river at Vaalsbank, according to my in- 
structions, to place himself astride' the 
enemy's line of retreat. 


"The Boers, however, alarmed by 


these operations, evacuated their posi- 
tion,) Chermside thereby entering De- 
wetsdovp. In the meanwhile Hamilton 
drove off the Boers in the vicinity of 
waterworks. No casualties.

port. 
Brabant and Hart are now no 


doubt in possession of Wepener.

MONTANA TOWN 


IS IN TERROR 


Strange Malady Appears in Butte and 


Cannot Be Ch ecked—Fatal in 


Three Days. 


Butte, Mont., April 25—A strange 


malady, which the health board believes 
is a cow form of pneumonia, but which 
tha panic-stricken people of this city 
call a plague, has killed more than 150 
persons since. the middle of 
Marcb. 


There are now 250 ill with the disease, 
which has proved fatal in nearly every 
instance. Those Tvho are able are flee- 
ing from the city. 


•Death ensues within four days after 


the attack, and in the majority'of cases 
sooner. 
Many have died in twenty four 


hours, and the average is within three 
days. Bodies of the victims turn black 
immediately after death. 
Hospitals are 


crowded to overflowing. There is a great 
lack of 
nurses, although many have 


been brought to Butte 
from other 


places. 


.Physicians are working day and night 


and are almost exhausted. 
Furerals 


crowd the streets of the city. 
Many 


persons of prominence have succumbed, 
and strangers seem particularly suscep 
table to the disease. 


In most cases the 
, lungs are appar 


ently the first affected. There are fright- 
ful pains in the head and great difficulty 
in respiration. 
Then the heart is at- 


tacked and death follows quickly. 


Most persons in Butte are convinced 


that the plague was brought from the 
Philippines by returning sailors. There 
are 50,000 people in Butte, and they are 
in terror of the disease.

Few Exhibit! In Place and tlie Public 


I* Patiently Waiting. 


Paris, April 25.—Attendance at the 


exposition is very small at 
present, 


owing to the fact that there is nothing 
to see. -The public having at last be- 
come aware that there is nothing to 
see before 10 -o'clock, hardly a single 
person is to be seen in the grounds be- 
fore that hour. 
Besides, the price of 


admission before 10 is double what it 
is after that hour. Inside and outside 
the buildings there is still a mass of 
dry goods boxes. Not one-third of the 
exhibits are even on the grounds. Yet 
M. Chardon, the'secretary-general of 
the exposition, says that this marked 
falling off in the general attendance 
is not disturbing the exposition autho- 
rities. He said today: 
'[ expect that 


everything will be ready by May 10. 
This is possible because we have been 
going on steadily with our work, twen- 
ty-four Lours every day, without pay- 
ing attention 
to the reproaches and 


animadversions 
of every kind 
that 


have been pointed our way. We have 
only had time for work." At the com- 
missariat department connected with 
the United States exhibit this morn- 
ing the opinion, was expressed that M. 
Chardon is perfectly right In his esti- 
mate that May 10 will see the exposi- 
tion ready in every particular.

Paris, April 25—[Special Cablegram J 


—It is learned thatjAgoncillo, encourag- 
ed by Germany's former sympathy, re- 
cently appealed to the Berlin govern- 
ment for a loan of money and 
was 


promptly refused. 
The Filippino junta 


is now appealing to Russia with hope- 
ful results. Agoncillo says that Aguin- 
aldo will begin the offensive in May. 


Flllpuliios Nearly Crushed 


Washington. D. C.. April 25—The 


military situation in the Philippines as 
shown by the latest mail advices receiv- 
;dat the war department is summarized 
in the following statement which was 
made public today at the department: 


"On the 1st of January, 1900, the in- 


surrection in the part of Luzon, P. I., 
embracing the province of Manila and 
the province to the north of it had col- • 
lapsed to the extent that organized re- 
sistance to American control had virtu- 
ally ceased. 


"In Cavite, Batangas. Laguna and 


Tayabas, the provinces lying immedi- 
ately south of Manila, Brig" Gen. Whea. 
ton attacked the large rebel bands and 
dispersed them. 


"Further disintegration of the rem- 


nants of the force fell to the lot of Gen. 
Schwan's brigade. 
In the course of its 


campaign his troops covered 650 miles, 
fought thirty three combats and estab- 
lished permanent garrisons in twenty- 
one towns within the district. 


An Excellent Outlook for Peace 


"On the whole the outlook for the 


pacification of this district and olher 
parts of Luzon is favorable. 
In their 


conflicts with our troops the Filipinos 
are universally worsted. 
Their defeats 


will become more and more serious as 
our troops gain the confidence of the in- 
telligent and property-owning class, and 
when the latter become unwilling to 
submit to the robbers' exactions and 
become willing to guide our troops to 
their retreats their doom will be sealed." 


BISHOP 'WHIPPLE 
ON CUBA. 


TcIU St. Paul Citizens Culm Should Be 


Under Our Control for Years. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 25.—Bishop 


Whlpple lias arrived in St. Paul, accom- 
panied by his wife and his daughter, 
Mrs. 
Kendreth. The Church club gave 


a banquet at the Ryan hotel in honor 
of the bishop's home-coming, Bishop 
Whipple was the chief speaker, telling 
of his journey to Cuba and Puerto 
Rico. Said he: "No tongue can tell of 
the sad effects of the war. The people 
of Cuba have grave problems before 
them. There are two parties in Cuba 
and two in Puerto Rico. One., the au- 
tonomist, wishes for immediate state- 
hood, and the other, the republican, de- 
sires to remain under the protection o£ 
the United States. The best citizens of 
Cuba are afraid of independence, be- 
cause of the immense negro popula- 
tion, which might in such case produce 
similar conditions to those existing iu 
Hayti. It is my own belief that Cuba 
ought to remain in the same relations 
to the United States as at present for 
many years." Bishop Whipple said his 
health 
was remarkably good. Tho 


greatest philanthropic effort the bishop 
had observed in Puerto Rico was that 
of the Woman's Aid society, which waa 
made up of women of all denomina- 
tions.

Hemming, Gilkey, McLean, 
Mayor's Annual Message. 


Mayor Richardson read his annual 


message, he said in part: 


"One of the most important questions 


to come before the council this year is 
that of the lighting o£ our streets. The 
contract under which we are working at 
present expires within n short time nnd 
the council must soon decide as to some 
system of lighting for another term of 
years, 
Our present system is expensive 


nnd not entirely satisfactory and many 
ol our citizens feel that we are spending 
too much money for light'. 


"During the past year there have 


been very few prosecutions for violation 
of the city ordinances, and this is evi 
dence that the council exercised discre- 
tion in granting licenses.' A year Hgo I 
recommended that a repeated violation 
of the ordinances governing the sale of 
liquors should ne punished by revoca- 
tion of the offender's license. I wish to 
repeat that recommendation. 


"Within a year the council has in- 


augurated a system of street improve- 
ments which, if carried out on the plan 
Mid down, must in a few years give us 
a cumber of miles of good streets, so 
built that the annual cost of maintenance 
will be greatly reduced and money thus 
saved to the tax payers. 


"The most important business of our 


city government is that which relates to 
the ass( sament of taxes and the expendi- 
ture of the city's income. Last year the 
council was compelled to raisa by taxa- 
tion some 15 to 20.per cent, more money 
than had been raised the previous year. 
This was due to the fact that we were 
compelled to pay debts for which we 
were not responsible, It had been cus- 
tomary for several years to borrow 
money to carry the 
city along during 


the last part of each year, and some- 
times the general fund and other funds 
had been exhausted almost six 
months 


before the end of the year. 


"Laboring men working for the city 


had in many cases been compelled to 
take from the city time checks in lieu of 
cash, and than having their checks dis- 
counted outside, thus loosing part of 
their pay. A year ago this 
deficit 


amounted to almost 812,000, and we 
thought best to niise thfg amount, pay 
off the indebtedness, stop the interest 
charges and leave the city with money 
enough to carry it through 
the year. 


This was done and today tha city has no 
floating 
indebtedness and every man 


who works for the citv can 
be 
paid 


promptly the full amount due him. 
Last year the city 
had to pay over 


$6,000 in the judgement fund. 
We also 


thought it good policy to put in a stone 
crushing plant. These several unusual 
expenses amounted to over 820,000, and 
more than accounted for the increase in 
the tax levy.

EDITOB GAZETTE— As a member of the 


public library board of directors,! wish to 
take, issue with the statement in Monday 
night's Gazette thiit although .Tanesville 
has one of the largest public libraries in 
the stnte, "yet fewer books are circulated 
than is the rule in Wisconsin cities." 
When the facts and figures are exam- 
ined it 
will be seen that Janesville, 


though not at the, head of the list is 
well up in it. 


In the first place, many libraries in 


giving the number of books only give 
those actuslly used for circulation, keep 
ing reference books separately, while 
Janesville includes reference books-in 
her gross number. Also in many libra- 
ries all reference books are kept behind 
the enclosure and only given out on call, 
whereas the reference books in our 
library are open to all without being 
called for. If the use of these bocks 
wer« enumerated it would add thousands 
to our yearly circulation, 


In the second place, the population of 


the place-—that is the number of per- 
sons to draw books, should be consid- 
ered, as well as the number oi! books in 
tha library. 


Madison and Be'oit are actually ahead 


of Janesville, on account or being col- 
lege towns. Where there are mauy a t u - i 
dents the library i§ always more exten- | 
sively used than where there are none. 


Milwaukee is given in your 
list ae 


first. 
Now Milwaukee only circulated a 


trifle over two volumes per person ac- 
cording to the last census, while Janes- 
ville circulated aearly four per person. 


Fond du Lac with a greater number of 


books, flnd a larger population according 
to the census, only circulated I3ve hun- 
dred more books than Jauesvilie, fewer 
than would be justified by the difference 


j in the conditions. 


La Crosse with more books and a 


population 150 per cent, 
more than 


Janesville, only circulated 10 per cent, 
more books. 
Superior now the second 


city in size in the state and almost the 
same number of books as Janesville, had 
only substantially the same circulation. 
The Oshkosh circulation is only 2J- per 
capita instead of 4 per capita as in Janes- 
ville's. 


So you see we were not at the foot of 


the list in 1897 us your article indicates 
but made a very creditable showing 
Last year we increased about 3.000 over 
1897. 
Up to the first of April this year 


we have circulated 4,325 more books 
than for the corresponding months last 
year, which increase would be at the 
rate of over 17,000 for a year. 


This increase is due ia a large meas- 


ure to the excellent work of the exten- 
sion committees of the Women's clubs 
of the city and also to 
the increased

Wymore, Neb., April 25.—Southern 


Nebraska was in the path .of a. de- 
structive cyclone in the •' afternoon. 
People in all this section were driven 
:into storm cellars, and all along the 
Blue river valley the destruction was 
heavy. 
Reports from the rural dis- 


tricts indicate some loss o£ life, but no 
details -are obtainable at this hour. 
The twister was seen by ••hundreds all 
•through this section. The Union Pa- 
cific passenger train was stopped thir- 
ty miles south of here to avoid cross- 
ing the path of the cyclone. The crew 
could see it for miles, bouncing along 
tiie ground, carrying a vast quantity of 
trees, farm 'buildings and debris iu a 
cloud of dirt. . The train narrowly es- 
caped being ditched. A waterspout 
followed the twister and the whole of 
•southern Nebraska was deluged.' 


Blue Springs, Neb., April 25.—This 


place was in the path of a.cyclone that 
swept over southern Nebraska. 
Two 


•churches and many small"-buildings 
•were destroyed and the splinters -car- 
Tied high into the air. "The people 
rushed into their storm cellars', and 
avoided injury. Great loss of life is 
feared 
in the rural districts. The 


twister was of the regulation balloon 
-formation, and the snout of the cloud 
whipped the earth in every direction, 
•carrying great clouds of dirt and trees 
into the air. 


Omaha, Neb., April 25.—Reports of a 


destructive storm that swept.-the south- 
ern part o£ Nebraska have been re- 
ceived here. 
So far as known there 


'has been no losa of life. -A dispatch 
.from .Wymore says: '4The most perfect 
cyclone cloud ever seen here spent its 
force in the heavens three miles south- 
east of here -this afternoon.'The cloud 
•was a regular funnel-shaped twister. 
It traveled due north over-the prairies, 
striking the ground at intervals, "at 
•which times it would plow lip the 
earth. John Traunich, a farmer living 
three miles east, was working in'the 
iieid when he noticed it. He ran for 
"Jiis home, about 300 yards distant, and 
warned his family, who went to the 
cave. He stood and watched the twist- 
ing monster approach .-his home, but 
•when 150 feet in front of-him It tore up 
the ground and carried dirt ;and debris 
"high in the air over his home." Other 
.reports say that several small build- 
ings were torn to pieces by the cloud. 
•One report is to the effect that a wind- 
mill was carried more than half a mile 
liigh in the air.

argument were calm but bristling with

Further Details as to Its Con- 


struction and Use. 


THE 0057 WILL EXCEED $200,000. 


Strtictnrc to DC Uaeil For 


Portrait* and Memorabilia—Presi- 
dent Eliot of Harvard University 
Will Act as tbe Flrnt of the One 
Hundred Judges. 
The grauitc structure which will 


serve ns the fouaclation of the colon- 
nade of tlic Hnll of Fame tit New York 
university Is to be known as th* Mu- 
Bfum of the Hall of Fame and Is to be 
used exclusively for the preservation 
and exhibition of portraits aucl other 
memorabilia of the 100 great Ameri- 
cans whose names are to be inscribed 
la the colonnade. 


This arrangement was determined 


upon the other day at a meeting of the 
executive committee of\the New York 
university council. William A. Wheel- 
ock presided at the' meeting, which 
•was the first In 15 years attended by 
every one of the 11 members of the 
committee. The cost of the Hall of 
Fame, which was first placed at $100,- 
000, will exceed $200,000. exclusive of 
all expenditures for busts, and will be 
borne entirely by the donor. 


Chancellor MacCracken, when askec 


after the meeting whether there woulc 
te auy official confirmation of the pub 
llshctl report that the donor of the Hal 
of Fame is Miss Helen Gould, snid: 


"The hall Is intended as a memoria 


to the great Americans whose uames 
will be Inscribed .in the colonnade, ant 
the gift is supposed to be anonymous 
No name otiier than those inscribed 
will be connected with the hall with

the consent of the university. The 
mention of any person as the donor is 
a wholly gratuitous piece of enter- 
prise on the part of public prints." 


The first of the six rooms adjoining 


the .jQiig .corridor beneath tUe col""- 


nade' is' to be named the Washington 
gallery and will be sot apart as soou 
as ten or more portraits of the persons 
inscribed shall be accepted for perma- 
nent reservation by the university. 
The outer western walls of the Hall 
of Languages and the Hall of Philoso- 
phy, 
which look Into the Hall of Fame, 


will be treated as a part of the latter 
and will receive no-inscription except 
such as relate to the great names se- 
lected. Statues and busts of the Amer- 
icans chosen will bo assigned to places 
in the museum or in the hall Itself as 
the givers may decide with the approv- 
al of the university. 


The other rooms in the structure will 


be named after the Washington gallery 
lias been set apart, and they will be 
designated for similar use as soon as 
their space shall, in the judgment of 
the university, be needed for the pur- 
poses of tbe Museum of the Hall of 
Fame. In the meantime they may be 
devoted to ordinary college uses. 


Chancellor MacCraukeu announced 


that President Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvard university had been asked to 
act as the first of the 100 judges, be- 
cause he is the president of the oldest 
American university and is regarded 
as a dean In university matters, and 
that lie had nc(;ept«d the place. 
The 


other judges agreed upon by the uni- 
versity senate will have entire power 
in selecting the great Amuricnus. 


The university lias been unable to 


accept two collections of mementos of- 
fered 
for the museum because no 


uami's have been chosen. One collec- 
tion related to tile poL-t Edgar Allan 
I'oe and the- ot.lier to a statesman of 
the early part of the century. 
After 


the judges huve completed their duties 
Ibe various patriotic societies of the 
country will be invited to interest 
themselves in getting collections of 
memorabilia for the museum. 


Chancellor 
MacCraekeu 
expressed 


himself pleased with the attention giv- 
en by the newspapers of the country to 
the projected Hall of l-\ame and com- 
mented upon the modesty of a Minne- 
apolis paper which admitted that. Min- 
uesota had uo candidate to present for 
a pl:uv among the first. 50 names. 


David Ranks, chairman of the libra- 


ry committee, announced at the meet- 
itij? that the entire luw library of the 
late .fudge Charles P. Duly had been 
given to the university. The collection,
